DETAILED ACTION 
REJECTIONS WITHDRAWN 

1. All of the 35 USC 103(a) rejections with regard to claims 99-139, 141-180, 182- 
183 set forth in the non-final rejection of 10/22/04, pages 2-5, paragraphs 5-8 have 
been withdrawn. 

REJECTIONS REPEATED 

2. The 35 USC 103(a) rejections with regard to claims 1 86-194 set forth in non-final 
rejection of 10/22/04, pages 2-5, paragraphs 5-8 are repeated for the reasons of record. 

NEW REJECTIONS 

3. There are no new rejections. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 99-1 39, 1 41 -1 80, 1 82-1 83 are allowed. 

ANSWERS TO APPLICANT'S ARGUMENTS 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 1 0/5/05 have been carefully considered but are 
deemed unpersuasive. 

Applicant's arguments with regard to claims 99-139, 141-180, 182-183 are moot 
since the rejections have been withdrawn. 

The following only applies to claims 186-194. 
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Applicant has argued that Tellier is non-analogous art. However, Tellier is in the 
same field of endeavor as applicant because Tellier, although not drawn to an oxygen 
scavenger per se, is drawn to molded article comprising a block polymer formed from, 
or having, a cyclohexene and methacrylate which is what applicant's invention is drawn 
to. 

In response to applicant's argument that Tellier is nonanalogous art, it has been 
held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if 
not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was 
concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. 
See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, 
Tellier, although not drawn to an oxygen scavenger per se, is drawn to molded article 
comprising a block polymer formed from, or having, a cyclohexene and methacrylate 
which is what applicant's invention is drawn to. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation to 
combine is drawn from Tellier in that the block polymers containing cyclohexene and 
methacrylate provide improved impact strength.
